The Kentucky Legislature ol 
191 4 passed a law creating a State 
fund for tbe putjiose of assisting 
the variouscounties of the state in 
building better roads. For the 
support of this fund they provid 
od a tax levy of live cents on One 
Hundred Dollars of taxable prop 
erty in the slate, beginning with 
the assessment for i9i5. That 
means that next > ear and each 
year thereafter the property own- 
ers in Rockcastle County will pay 
into this’state fund five cents on 
each One Hundred Dollars of the 
$3,000,1/00.00 of taxable property 
in the county, amounting to $1, 
5OO.OO. The law further provides 
that any county that will under- 
take the construction of better 
roads and will put up one half tbe 
state will pay the other half, and 
that the state will make a survey 
of the road, furnish plans and

Here and there one finds a jper 
chant who says he has tiled adver- 
tising but never made it pav. The 
chances ure ten to one that he sim- 
ply needs to study definiteness. 

Tlie principle of the specific fact 
audtlie specific instance, effect ull 
writing and speaking They make 
one man's advertising a partial tail 
ure, while another's is a money 
getter 

If one man visits a strange city, 
he comes back taljtin something 
like this: “It was fine, grand, 

splendid.'’ His talk evaporates 
fun to vague, genet til phrases The 
people that hear him know no 
more ubout that city than before. 
Helms lew listeners, whatever bis 
subject ot conversation uiay be. 

Another man remarks about the 
sume town, that it is full of build- 
ings 20 stories high, that the 

stieets were so crowded he had to

Josephus Daniels, recretary of 
the navy, in an address delivered 
Labor day to a press association, 
urged all editors to subordinate 
their news to the good of (he 
country. Ho particularly felt, in 
this time of international strain, 
that newspapers should ho very 
cautious what they print. This is 
good advice. But most people do 
not realize how largely editors are 
constantly following those coun 
ssls 0 

Controversies as to whether 
certai^ news should be published 
or not. almost, always arise out of 
soma individual’s wrong doing. 
A man gets too free with the con 
vivial hi >hball and festive com- 
panions, be punches some oue in 
the face, and next morniug has a 
headache and a complaint for as- 
sault aud battery. After paying 
Ins fine, he calls around at the 
newspaper office. His fraternal 
feeling for the editor is marvellous 
aud unaccustomed. Incidentally 
he wants to have his little cuse 
“kept out.’’ 

“it won’t do any good to print it 
is the familiar plea. “No one is 
interested in it.” 

But no good pur[)ost> is served 
bv the suppression ol ‘-uch inci- 
dents. Most men care little about 
fines, but they care a great deal 
about the public disgrace. If the 
newspaper screens them, they are 
twice as likely to make asses ot 
themselves again. 

It is a different story when the 
newspaper mult comes in contact 
with police and other responsible 
public officials. If the newspapers 
printed all they know, many crim- 
inals would have the tip to buy 
tickets for Canada. 

Most of the newspapers are 
handling tactfully the news of the 
war. They freely pr'nt both sides 
They have a right to express an 
opinion as to the causes of the 
war. But uewspa]>ers of the saf- 
fron type should reflect that it 
does not |Miy to dignify mere rum- 
or jus: as if it were an authentic 
report.
